1 bave not observed the announcement by
any of the “Speciais” of my arrival in this poli-
tical metropolls (whieh o my miond 18 rather n
drink-opolis) 48 your oscasional correspondent,
Of course, I do not employ “occaslonal” In Lthe
Forney sense, which 1s daily, and nol unire-
quently (wice a day, but lu the regular diotion®
ary sense of now and then., Bul though un’
heralded, like many greater men, Idid arrive on
time and on the traln early Wednesday morn-
ing last, which fact in itseif would be nelther
nere nor there, were it not for what is to follow.
Having read the papers pretiy generally, con:
sidering my limited opportunitios among your
exohanges, I of course had learned enongh to
know that the frst duty of any Washlogton
gorrespondent, of whialever grade or rank, is
to ascortaln ihe views of the General of oar
armies on political mnatters.

wakers s written notice that Bafes of differant muaon®
fnctureTs were to be testea on (be Falr groand oo the
tollowing Baturday, and ¢bat If onch maker did oot
nave nin Safe on the ground by Wednesd«y morning,
from Fafen then made, othar parties woold furnlah
them, These notices were recelved on Monday pre
viuus, thus preventiog other parties from prépariog
any Fafe for n tedt but themselves, It wos next ad-
vertised in the papem thiat the diMurent Makers wers
10 burn Bafes on Saturday at Norristown, sod
it wes apderstocd on the Falr groand that the
Qifferent mukers were parties to the burnlog, wheo
the (net was that before soy novice was glven they
surreptitiousiy hovght & safe lrowm tach maker fir the
express purpoae. and bad them on the ground belore
the notice was given on Monday, knowing, of coursel
(et voEafe maker wonld accept suoh & one-sidod
proposiilon Lo test Safes. I arrived st Norristown
noon after 12 M, on Baturday, The burnlng Was over,
1 learned the Sufes were moatly burned 1o the night,
and I wans told that Lillie's Safe door waa Iastened
back by a wooden wedge afler the fre waa over, It
belng nelther atched por locked, I notlesd that the
Safes on elther side of the Bieam Patent Sufes wore
much harder burped Lhan they ware, the lron belog
warped, twlated, and burnt very much more than the
steain safe, I notloed also s good nunmber of bricks
thrown under the Boston steam sato, no doubt to pre-
vent the heat actiog om the bottom.
